A CURE FOR HOODLUMS. ; 


One evil incident to metropolitan life 
has been stamped out in this city, and ta 
considering it we learn to be thankful for 
police efficiengy. Tue Trisune is fully 
cognizant of the frequently rascally and 

vile police misdeeds, but it 
eae that the force is and abways 
has been an odd mixture of manly virtues 
and unmanly vices, of surprising good and 
surprising yenality. In this particulér in- 
stance we encounter a virtue and give it 
its due. 

It is emphasized by New York's present 
expériences and by the recollection of 
what Chicago once had to endure. For 
reasons ‘which are not as obvious as they 
might seem, the larger city, Po ‘its 
correspondingly larger police is 
probably not terrorized but val ex- 
asperated by hoodlums and organized 
gangs of brutal youths. That they are 
not so bad as the Parisian Apaches or 
the London Houligans is due merely on 
the one hand to the fact that they lack 
the maturity and bravado and on the 
other the maturity and brutality, and ‘n 
both cases the proper engendering condi- 
tions. At that they are bad enough. 

Murder of inoffensive citizens and of 
the police is a not infrequent consequence 
of their wanton operations. The officers 
‘deal with them with a surprising leniency. 
Probably the fact that a Chicago police- 
man would have begun shooting long be- 
fore a New York policeman had ceased 
remonstrating accounts for some of it, 
The gang members are beyond the possi- 
bility. of sympathy. They deserve the 
severest punishment which a policeman 


with a. revolver could hand them. ‘Thoy.

' Undoubtedly the dankers are right, but 
a great many people to whom it is of 
some consequence to persuade the etreet 
car conductor that Willie is under 6 
years of age, will strain their necks try- 
ing to reed the conclusions which the 
financiers reach. .

Liability Underwriting Has 
Features in New York and 
Ohio Legislation. 
RAWN ATTORNEY ACTS. 
| Proofs of Loss asin Com- 


panies. Carrying Risk on 
Bullet Victim. 


Officials of employers’ Mability insurance 
companies are giving much thought these 
days to the extension of the workmen's com- 
pensation movement in this country. The 
laws passed by the last legislatures of New 
York and Ohio bring new features into la- 
bility underwriting. The New York law ez- 
tends the former common law and statutory 
ability of employer for injuries to work+ 
men. Again the burden of proof as respects 
contributory negligence has been shifted from 
the employé to employer. . 

Liability companies operating in New York 
are of the opinion that this class of indem- 
nity will cost from 76 to 100 per cent more 
than at present, because of the greater obli- 
gations imposed on the assured by the new 
statute. 

The optional compensation feature of the 
New York law provides that the employer 
and employé may enter into an agreement 
whereby the latter waives his statutory and 
common law rights and accepts in leu there- 
for e stipulated schedule of indemnities to 
be paid in case of injury. Liability insur- 
ahce men do not think this optional com- 
pensation feature will appeal to many em- 
ployers, because of thé many legal! require- 
ments and also because of the liberal com- 
pensetion provided for. The cost of a Ha- 
bility insurance pdéiicy under these condi- 
tions naturally wil) be high.. Again a sep- 
arate contract must be entered into with 
‘each workman, it must be acknowledged and 
a copy filed with the county clerk. 


> 

The feature of the amended law of New 
York which seems to be attracting the most 
atterition is chapter 674, éntitied “ an act to 
amend the labor law in relation to workmen’s 
compensation in certain dangerous employ- 
ments.”” This is the first compulsory com- 
pensation law to be enacted in this country 
and while circumscribed in its coverage, the 
principle opens an entirely new avenue in 
employers’ liabliity insurance and one also 
of vital importance to business interests.
